"Whereas, Such provision would

"Resolved, By the assembly, • the 


senate concurring, that the congress 
of the United States be respectfully 
urged to enact such bill into law at 
the earliest possible time and that 
each United States senator and Re 
presentative in congress from thi: 
state'be earnestly requested to use 
their best eoffrts to secure the early 
passage of such measure; and be it 
further. 


"Resolved. 
That a certified copy 


of this resolution, properly attested 
be transmitted to the presiding of 
fleer of each house of congress and 
to each United States senator and 
representative from this state."

The resolution IB as follows; 
"Whereas, It Is fitting and. proper 


that the character and spirit of the 
patriotic services ot soldiers, sailors 
and marines ot the United States in 
the war against Germany and

allies have appropriate 
recognition 


and that their ilnanclal sacrifices bo 
In a measuie at least ropald, and 


"Whereas, the men who madu up 


the armed forces of the United Slates 
ca'nie from each state of. the union, 
therefore their services and 
sacri- 


fices should be recognized and 
pro- 


vided for by the federal government, 
by Insuring all a uniform and ade- 
quate compensations, and 


"Whereas, There Is now pending In 


the congress of the United States a 
bill Introduced by 
the 
Honorable 


Marvin Jones which provides that 
each soldier, sailor and marine shall 
receive a $50 4 per cent government 
bond for each months service or ma- 
jor fractional part thereof 
in • such 


war, and 


"Whereas, Such provision would 


be substantial recognition of 
such 


service and sacrifices and would be 
greater than this state or any other 
state contemplates as compensation 
thereof, now therefore, be It 


"Resolved, By the assembly, 
tho 


senate concurring, that tho congress 
of the United States bo respectfully 
urged to enact such bill Into law at 
the earliest possible time and that 
each United States senator and Re- 
presentative in congress from thti

a pea for the calves. At the rear of 
he building are feed rooms and tho 
^trance to the silo chute, while on ei- 
ther side Is an open water tank, sup- 
plied by the farm water system. There 
are ten windows on each side of the 
>«rn and a ventilation system leading 
to the ventilators on the roof. 


All of these features will have an 


immediate appeal to the dairyman who 
has made a study of the best method 
of housing his stock and of caring for 
the animals. 
The feed alley is equipped with an 


overhead carrier system that leads 
from the silo and feed rooms to each 
stall. 
The ensilage and grain are 


placed in the carrier and taken to euch- 
manger, which, it readily will be seen, 
eliminates many steps and much time 
Carriers are over each litter alley and 
lead to the manure pit or pile on ei- 
ther side of the silo at the rear of the 
barn. Here again the work is done 
easily and with a minimum expendi- 
ture of time.

Attho front of the 
building are two stalls, u bull pen and 
a pan.for tho calves. At the rear of 
t'hc'.bialldlng. are feed rooms and tho 
entrance, to the silo chnte, while on ol- 
ther side Is an,open water tank, sup- 
plied by the farm water system. There 
are ten windows on each side of the 
bnrn and a ventilation system leading 
to tho ventilators on the'roof.

There are many Intu'ostlng features—

sult the local architect, builder and 
material dealer before deciding on the 
design. 
Those-men know how a barn 


should bo built to supply the needs of 
tho Individual. 
They also can tell 


what such a building will cost, and will 
help finance tho building should It be 
necessary. 


Dairy products are high In price now, 


just: as arc other farm products. And 
they will continue so for some years to 
come, according to those who aro In 
a position to predict future conditions.

FOR THE FARM RECORDS 


The average farmer has a notion 


that is impossible for him to main- 
tain a reasonably accurate account of 
his business and considers anyone 
who argues to the contary 
as 
a 


theorist whose statements are not 
worthy of consideration. 
This no- 


tion fs not, of course, based upon ex- 
pe'rience, for ho has never tried' to 
ke'ep accounts. 
In reality it 
is 
a 


theoretical notion of him that has 
been handed down from generation 
to generation. 


Any farmer who will get a set of. 


record books—and they can be pur- 
chased nowadays in any quantity for 
a few dollars—can easily keep a set 
of books by spending 10 minutes a 
day—not an hour once a week—put- 
ting down his financial transactions 
and have a complete record at tha 
end of the year from which he can 
tell accurately what his labor and 
invested capital have earned for him, 
and which enterprise on his farm has 
been t.he most profitable. 


There isn't a 
farmer 
anywhere, 


who, 
if he makes up his mind, can 


not find 10 minutes a day for keep- 
ing accounts, no matter how busy ho 
may be. 
The reason he does not 


take kindly to keeping records is not 
lack of time, but a certain mental 
attitude that he has 
assumed 
to- 


wards his business. 
All he needs to 


do is to take an inventory of his real 
estate, live stock, grain, machinery, 
feeds and supplies when he opens his 
books. 
After that he needs only to 


put down from day to day under the 
proper headings—as 
crops, 
cattle, 


hogs, dairy products, labor, etc.— 
what he buys and sells. 
Then at the 


end o£ the year, if he takes another 
inventory, he will have all the data 
needed for intelligently analyzing his 
business, the same as any other busi- 
ness man. 


If the farmer ever hopes to deal 


convincingly with the consumer and 
justify the prices he claims necessary 
in order to get pay for his labor and 
reasonable interest on his invested 
capital, he must be able 
to 
shorv 


what it costs to produce the products 
he sells and that he cannot do unless 
he can show in black and white what, 
his expenses are. 
And the 
time 


is here when the consumer is going 
to demand evidence to show why it 
costs much to produce a bushel of 
wheat, a pound of butter, a dozen of 
eggs or a barrel of apples. 


It is not likely that many indivi- 


dual if armers will do very much along 
these lines" for some years to come, 
hence the farm bureaus should in- 
terest themselves in the matter and 
get some of their more progressive 
members to start the 
ball 
rolling. 


Keeping accounts is like a 
lot 
of 


other good things on the 
farm—it 


has to be demonstrated to the far- 
mers to be worth while before they 
will take hold of the matter. 
After 


they have been shown how to do it 
and how the 
knowladge 
acquired 


from doing it will 
help 
to 
make 


more money, they will 
become in- 


terested an& act accordingly.

thistle, sour dock and yellow dock, 
mustard, wild parsnip, Russian thls- 
lle, wild, barley, morning glory, will 
onion, arid quitch grass, known also 
as quack glass, and at such time and 
In such manner us shall effectually 
prevent them from bearing seed or 
spreading to adjoining property; and 
In like manner shall destroyyany of 
the above mentioned weeds standing 
or growing upon any land owned, oc- 
cupied or controlled by him or It out 
to the center of any highway, lane 
or alley thoroon.

SCHOOLS MUST BE NAMED 


A new law which 
has 
recently 


been passed by the state legislature 
makes it compulsory for all rural 
schools to be named, 
the 
result 


being that the electors of the 
dif- 


ferent 
school 
districts 
in 
Wood 


county will have to select a name 
for their school. 
The time required 


for the selection of the name waa 
set for the annual meeting, July 7th, 
but as it was realized that all the 
electors would not act upon the law 
at that time it was stipulated that 
in case the electors did 
not 
select 


a name that the school board would 
and should assume this duty within 
ten days after the annual meeting of 
the electors. 
It Is then the duty of 


the school clerk to notify the county 
superintendent of the new name and 
the address within five days. 


The 
county superintendent will 


then have 30 clays following tho an- 
nual meeting to notify 
the 
school 


district clerk of his approval of the 
choice made, providing he finds no 
valid objection. 
If either the elec- 


tors or district school board arn able 
to make a selection, the choice will 
lie left to the county superlntendf;it. 
Any names properly selected and ac- 
cepted cannot be changed except by 
a majority vote at two successive an- 
nual school meetings. 


This uew method of naming the 


school should be a beneficial one to 
the people around the county, as in 
the future any time a school is re- 
ferred to it can be called 
hy 
its 


name and any 
confusion 
can 
be 


avoided in this way.

How it came about that the

tion's second 
city 
is 
. located 
in 


Illinois rather than in the 
Badger 


state is a matter of some 
interest 


and importance to 
the 
people of 


Wisconsin. When, in. 1787, the old 
Northwest territory 
was 
parceled 


out acompact was made 
"to 
fore- 


ever remain unalterable except by 
common consent, which 
provided 


that the southenrn boundary of the 
future state of Wisconsin should he 
an east and west line 
drawn 
thru 


the southerly bend or 
extreme 
of 


Lake Michigan." 


Had the compact been kept, Wis- 


consin would today have the 
7,500 


square miles of northern Illinois, in- 
cluding the cities of Chicago, Rock- 
ford, Freeport and Galena, and some 
of'the finest and 
richest 
agricul- 


tural lands in America. 
However, 


the "unalterable" compact was bro- 
ken more easily than it was 
maue. 


In 1818, when the question of admit- 
ting Illinois to statehood was under 
consideration, ,-her terr-itorial Dele- 
gate urged that the boundaries of the 
incoming state be so drawn as to give 
her a harbor on 
Lake 
Michigan: 


Wisconsin was 
then 'a 
wilderness 


chiefly inhabited by red men. 
Under 


the circumstances it was an easy ;r.al- 
ter to stripe the 
future 
common- 


wealth for the benefit of her southern 
neighbor. Accordingly, the northern 
boundary of Illinois was fixed at 42 
degrees, 40 minutes, at which point 
it stands today. 
This action was the 


cause later of such angry protest i'n 
the part of the citizens of Wisconsin, 
and the first" territorial 
governor 


made violent efforts to 
regain 
ior 


Wisconsin the lost strip of territory 
to the south. 
The'dispute was wag- 


ed for several years, being finally de- 
cided in exceedingly curious fashion. 
In 1840, the 
territorial 
legislature 


passed a resolution calling for a re- 
ferendum in the northern counties of 
Illinois involving the issue. Strange- 
ly their citizens preferred, 
on 
'he 


whole, to be annexed to Wisconsin, 
the reason for thus abandoning their 
old connection being the desire to es- 
cape the burden of taxation imposed 
by the heavy state debt of Illinois in- 
curred during the Internal Improve- 
ment craze. 
Meantime the people 


of Wisconsin underwent change of 
heart with respect to the proposed 
"reannexatlon." 
The accession of 


the. Illinois counties meant 
"imme- 


diate admission to 
statehood, 
and 


this in turn involved 
a 
more *i- 


pensive 
governmental 
organization 


with increased taxation to support it. 
The prudent Badgers 
now 
desired 


neither more territory nor . a more 
expensive' government. Consequently 
the 
agitation 
over 
the . "southern 


boundary subsided, and in 1848 Wis- 
consin entered the Union with Chi- 
cago's destiny forever linked with 
that of the state of Illinois.

WORKMEN^ COMPENSATION 


MUCH HIGHER LAST YEAR 


All records have been broken for 


the amount of Workmen's compen- 
sation insurance written in Wiscon- 
sin. 
The annual statement of the 


compensation Insurance board shows 
that during the year of 1918 the net 
premiums for workmen's compensa- 
tion were: $3,858,967 as compared 
with $2,487,497 for the year pre- 
vious.

WISCONSIN RIVER CTiAM 


BEDS ABOUT WORKED OCT 


The Wisconsin river clam 
beds 


near Stevens Point and farther down 
the river toward Meeban, are being 
gradually worked out, according to 
the Stevens Point 
Journal, 
which, 


says: 
\ 


"The clamming industry near Ste- 


vens Point is slowly but surely dying 
out. 
Veteran clammers, who camft 


here this spring, attracted by 
the 


large amount of clams taken out of 
the Wisconisn river last summer, and 
by the prices paid for the shells are 
packing their kits and 
moving to 


other fields. 


Many of these clammers are going 


up the river to Tomahawk, prospect- 
ing for clam beds on the way and 
still others are going home. The ma- 
jority of the professional clammers 
live in the Mississippi river towns 
in Minnesota. Wsit-onsin, Iowa and 
Illinois. 


"Clammers complain of the light 


woight of the shells and that the beds 
are not deep. 
In the Wisconsin the 


darns are only upon the surface if 
the bed or the river, while on ths 
Mississippi in places the 
beds 
are 


several feet in depth. 


"That practically all of the clams 


have~"5een taken out of the river here 
about is shown by the fact that up to 
Monday only three carloads of shells 
hurt been shipped out of there since 
string, while the number 
of 
clam- 


mers operating here was not small 
early in spring. 
A. A. Meyers, who 


is buying clarns here, says 
that 
he 


shipped as many in one day during 
the rush season last summer- 


"Walter Huber of Wabasha. Minn., 


who, 
with iwo brothers, came to this 


city in the spring, attracted by stor- 
ies of the clamming, is getting ready 
to pack up and leave. 
He says that 


at the present time the three men 
cannot gather an average of a half 
ton of shells in one day. 
Buyers ar<i 


paying $32 a tou for shells so that 
there is little profit for the men. 


"However, there are still 
soni^ 


residents of the city who are remain- 
ing on the river, and who are mak- 
ing average profits but the larger 
number ot Stevens Point people who 
clammed here last summer have re- 
turned to their old occupations.

TOvHOBSES I-V HOT DAYS 


Stable flies are a source ot teen 


annoyance to work animals during 
the heat of summer. 
Kvery owner 


who has the welfare of 
the 
dumb 


beasts at heart should strive to alle 
viate as far as possible the discom- 
forts to which the horses 
are 
ex- 


posed. 


The most logical method of abat- 


ing the fly nuisance is to eliminate 
all breeding places, such as manure 
piles. 
The Bureau 
of 
Entomology 


advises that manure be kept in fl 
tight pits or bins until such time 
i 


it can be hauled to the fields. Pits 
should be conveniently located so the 
manure can be easily thrown in at 
the time of cleaning and so construc- 
ted that it can be readily removed. 
It is essential that flies be prevented 
from reaching the manure, but a~ 
some of them will even though great 
care is exercised it is 
advisable 
to 


place a Uytrap on the pit. 


The coal-tar sprays used in com 


bating the fly evil in the dairy stable 
are also efficient in driving the wing- 
ed pests awiay 
form 
the 
horses 


Among the best of these is a solution 
of 100 parts of fish oil, 50 parts of 
oil of tar, and 1 part of crude car- 
bolic acid. 
It may be prepared al 


home at a cost of about 35 cents a 
gallon. 
This spray, as well as kero 


sene emulsion and other fly repel- 
lants containing 
coal-tar 
products 


llsh oil, resin, and oil of tar, are bes! 
applied with an inexpensive spray 
pump. 
It is preferable to give the 


horses a hasty spraying each morn 
ing before they go to work. 
Thi! 


brings best results from the use. of 
the Ily eradicator. 


For the general 
comfort of 
the 


work aninvals when they come from 
the field al night it is recommended 
that after the harness has been re 
moved each animal be given a sponge 
bath, with a solution .of cool, 
salt 


water. 
In case there are any galls 


or shoulder sores, . these 
injuritv 


should be treated with white lotion 
which is one of the most healing of 
its kind for use in warm weather 
White lotion Is composed of a mix- 
ture of G drams 
of 
zinc 
sulphate 


(while vitriol), 1 ounce of lead ace- 
tate (sugar of lead), and 1 pint of 
water. 
It is 
sufficient 
in 
curing 


wounds, sores, summer 
galls 
and 


fistula, and should be applied three 
times daily tor best results. 


The prevalent sentiment 
among 


horsemen is that it better to house 
and feed the work horse during the 
summer than to attempt to run the 
animal on grass with a scant supply 
of grain and hay. 
Grass is not a 


desirable material to serve as the 
basis of the work-horse ration. 
The 


practice of turning work 
animals 


out on Sundays to eat grass, to which 
they are unaccustomed, Is a prolific 
source of colic and other digestive 
disorders. 
Generally 
the 
animals 


would be better off in a cool, dar- 
kened stable, where they could be 
carried on half rations of grain dur- 
ing idleness. 


Where work horses which are led 


a full allowance .of grain are turned 
out to graze each night they usually 
are in poor condition for work next 
day, 
as the extra feed they have con- 


sumed merely temls to increase thn 
tax on 
their 
digestive 
capacity. 


However, where the stables are hot 
and ill ventilated it is preferable to 
expose the horses to digestive trou- 
bles on the pastures rather than to 
attempt to carry them in the barns. 


The I'eet of the 
work 
animals 


.hould be examined frequently dui> 
ing the summer, in order that accu- 
mulations of dirt may be removed. 
A few moments devoted to scraping 
out the hoofs each morning and even- 
ing will add to the comfort of 
the 


beasts, as often such foreign mater- 
ials as nails or stones lodge in the 
wall or sole of the foot or are col- 
lected in the clefts of the frog or be- 
tween the bars and the frog. 
If the 


hoofs are excessively dry or brittle, 
they should be softened with some 
good oil or hoof ointment, and if 
they-are ragged or tend to split, they 
should be rasped on the edges and 
trimmed until smooth. 


It is advisable to clip horses when 


the weather warms up in the spring 
and heavy work begins. 
When clip- 


ped, 
they work much better, and they 


do not become chilled after work 
from having thoroughly soaked the 
heavy coat of winter hair with pers- 
piration. 
Horses that are clipped as 


soo"n as heavy spring work 
begins 


should be blanketed at night.

Every person and corporation shai: 


destroy or cut upon all lands whicl. 
he or ft shall own, occup or control 
all weeds known as Canada thistle 
hurdock, white or ox-eye daisy, snap- 
dragon or toad flax, cockleburr, sotv 
thistle, sour dock and yellow dock 
mustard, wild parsnip, Russian this 
tie, wild, barley, morning glory, will 
onion, arid quitch grass, known also 
as quack grass, and at such time and 
in such manner as shall effectually 
prevent them from bearing seed or 
spreading to adjoining property; anc 
in like manner shall destroy^any of 
the above mentioned weeds standing 
or growing upon any land owned, oc- 
cupied or controlled by him or it out 
to the center of any highway, lane 
or alley thereon. 


Failure to so destroy any weeds 


within six days after being served 
with a written notice so to do, by any 
commissioner of noxious weeds, of- 
fender shall be punished by a flne 
of live dollars for every day there- 
after which neglect shall continue. 


The chairman of each town board 


president of each village board and 
the mayor of each city shall appoint 
some competent person or persons as 
commissioner or 
commissioners 
of 


noxious weeds therein.
